The Monday Holiday Bill spon- 
sored by Congressman Robert Mc- 
Ciory (R-Ill.) moved another step 
closer tot passnge v Tuesday when 
the House Rules Committee 
cleared the measure for floor de- 
bate., The McCiory bill, H. R. 
15951, provides for the observance 
of three national holidays on Mon- 
day: Washington's Birthday (third 
Monday in February), Memorial 
Day (last Monday in May), and 
Veterans Day (fourth Monday "in 
October). In addition, the bill 
would establish a new national 
holiday, Columbus Day, to be 
celebrated on the second Monday 
in October. , , 

Citing the support given his bill 
by business, labor, and govern- 
ment groups', as well as the gen- 
eral public, Congressman Mc- 
Ciory outlined for the Rules Com- 
mittee the many benefits of Mon- 
day holiday legislation. 

"Three" day holidays would af- 
ford greater opportunities for fam- 
ilies, to be together, 'especially 
those families whose members 
may be widely separated. Such 
holidays would also provide in- 
creased opportunities for travel 
away from home to the Historical 
sites and places of interest con- 
nected with our traditional holi- 
days, and provide more time to 
prepare for such observances 
commemorating our American 
heritage. 

In addition, the 3-day block of 
leisure time provided by the cele- 
bration of certain holidays on 
Mondays would allow greater par- 
ticipation by our citizens in 
hobbies as well as educational and 
cultural activities. Finally, Mon- 
day holidays would improve com- 
mercial and industrial produc- 
tion by enabling workweeks to be 
uninterrupted by midweek holi- 
days and by reducing employee 
'absenteeism on the days following 
a midweek holiday. . 

The compromise bill omits 
July 4t!n( Independence Day), and 



Thanksgiving pay (fourth ThuTfr- 
day In November), from Its pro- 
visions. ^Christmas and New 
Year's Day are also unaffected 
hy the measure. 

The Illinois Congressman closed 
his statement by emphasizing the 
need for Congressional initiative in 
setting a pattern which' could be 
followed by the slates for the 
celebration of Monday holidays. 
Noting that tho State of Massa- 
chusetts has already enacted a 
Monday holiday bill and that 
other Monday holiday bills arc 
pending' in nine state legislatures; 
McCiory stated: -." . ' 'J* 

"Congress must act promptly 
on H. R. 15051 in order to avoid 
the possible confusion which would 
result from the slates acting in- 
dependently in the approval of 
Monday holiday legislation, ir 
Congressional action is delayed, 
we run the risk of having our holi- 
day celebrations scattered all 
over the lot." 

Effective date of the new Mon- 
day Holiday Bill Is postponed to 
January .1, 1971 to permit state 
legislation to fall in 'line with the 
national pattern, and to enable 
calendar manufacturers, schools, 
business, labor, club, and other 
organizations to adjust their 
schedules to reflect the revised 
holiday observances. 

The McCiory bill is co-spon- 
sored by 15 other. Members of 
Congress, including 12 Members 
of the House Judiciary Committee 
on which Cgnoressman McCiory 
serves. Final House action on the 
Monday Holiday measure is ex- 
pected next week. Congressman 
McCiory expects the measure. to 
have overwhelming House sup- 
port.

Its ap- 
proval is required for eligibility for federal as- 
sistance in urban renewal, public housing and 
other HUD programs. 

__HUDJias announced:it_will, in certain cases, 



waive or modify workable program requirements 
for communities with 10,000 or less population.. 

The new policy allows waivers or modifica- 
tions if reasonable arid not detririiental to pro- 
grams of blight prevention and elimination.
